housing bill now in conumittee at 
the Rhode Isiand General Assembly 
was supported by the conference, 
The executive committee of the 
RINSM will undertake a study to 
determine which action should be 
used to contribute to the passage 
of the fair housing bill. 

Peter Countryman, execulive di- 
rector of the Northern Student 
Movement. addressed the confer- 
ence on Friday night. 

Mr. Countryman told the gather- 
ing that sit-ins and picketings are 
not adequate to handle the complex 
discrimination problem. He out- 
lined what he considered the most 
important areas of discrimination. 

“Employment, housing and pub- 
lic accommodations are big areas 
of discrimination but more import- 
ant than these is discrimination in 
education,” said Mr, Countryman. 

“There is a low number of stu- 
dents of minority groups in college 
because they feel they will be re- 
fused if they apply, and it’s much 
easier for them to go to a southern 
college,” he further stated. 

Alton W. Wiley, legal advisor to 
the Rhode Island branch, National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, spoke at Saturday’s 
meeting. He told the group that an 
effort is now being made to register 
non-white voters in the Providence 
area in preparation for this year’s 
elections. 

“Once political leaders see a mass 
of Negroes coming to register, a 
lot more recognition will be given 


the Negro in the city of Provi- 
dence,” Mr. Wiley said. 
Dr. Barry A. Marks of Brown, 


chairman of the R.L Advisery Com- 
mittee on Civil Rights told the 
group that he saw hopeful signs in 
the approval of the Good Neigh- 
bor Pledge. which is being circulat- 
ed by the women’s intergroup Com- 
mittee. The pledge is being circulat- 
ed on campus by the Interreligious 
Council. 

The Rev. Everett H. Greene, chap- 
lain to Episcopal students at URL, 
described his observations of stu- 
dent campaigns for civil rights in 
the South last year. 

Michael Doyle, executive chair- 
man of the SDA, was chairman of 
the conference. Gerald Duguay of 
URI was moderator of Saturday's 
conference and Stephenie Stil- 
well of Pembroke was in charge of

Women’s Rules Are 


Topic of Petition 


The Committee on Women’s 
Regulations of the Students for 
Democratic Action is presently cir- 
culating a petition among women 
students which contains proposed 
changes in the “Blue Book” and ad- 
ministrative regulations, 

The petition, which will be pre- 
sented to the Association of Wont 
en Students for consideration, 
reads: “As women students of the 
University of Rhode Island and as 
members of the Association of 
Women Students, we feel it is our 
right and obligation to sugsest the 
following changes in women’s regu 
lations. in accordance with Article 
XII of those regulations.” 

Among the proposed changes are 
later week night and weekend cur- 
fews. Class hours would end at 10 
p. m. for freshmen and at 11:30 p.m. 
for upperclassmen. House closing 
hours would be at 11:30 p.m. for 
freshmen, sophomores, and juniors 
and at 12 p.m. for seniors.

chinipanzee in place of Glenn,” 
Adyn. Hardly said. ‘This was a man- 
size job, not a chimp-size job,” he 
added. 

Admiral Hardy was appointed di- 
rector of the Aviatrén Medical Ac- 
celeration Laboratory in Johnsville, 
Pa. in 1953. He is a professor of 
physiology at the Yale University 
School of Medicine. 

“The opponents of the Mercury 
program claim the project is just 
for publicity,” Admiral Hardy said. 
“This is trire but it’s only part of it. 
The mam purpose of this program 
is to show it can be done.” 

“Col. Glenn went through two 
critical perieds of acceleration,” 
the admiral continued. “‘This was 
where our job at the laboratory 
came in.” 

Admiral Hardy said the Mercury 
astronauts were trained to with- 
stand 20 g’s or force 20 times the 
normal force of gravity. 

He said g-force exeriments were 
conducted on the Navy’s centrifuge 
at the Johnsyille laboratory. A 
centrifuge is a rotating device large 
enough to hold a man and capable 
of producing g-forces similar to 
those experienced in rocket flight. 

“The main problem is accelera- 
“tion is keeping the body from be- 
coming distorted,” the admiral 
said. 

He said acceleration causes the 
body to distort thereby damaging 
blood vessels and possibly ruptur- 
ing vilal body orangs. 

illustrating his lecture with slides 
and a movie, Admiral Hardy éx- 
plained several experimental meth- 
ods of overcoming the harmful ef- 
fects of excessive acceleration. 

One method is to place the astro- 
ngut in a tank filled with water. 

“The water,” he explained, “hav- 
ing almost the same density of the 
human body eliminates much of the 
harmful effects.” 

“The big goal in these experi- 
ments is to make it possible for 
man lo withstand 400 p's,” the ad- 
miral said. 

Commenting on the astronaut 
program Admiral Hardy said the 
prevent Mereury program will pro- 
bably use up the remaining men in 
the team. 

"Then there will probably be a 
lag until 1965 or 67 intil tte Apollo 
Program, or space Btalion projett, 
ele poing,” he said.
